PREDICTS NOVEMBER RESULT 


JPanrose and HI* Lieutenant* Sub- 


merged by the Great Wave of En- 
thusiasm Aroused for Progressive 
Candidate by the Visit of Former 
President. 


Philadelphia, July 
8.—Washington 


party leaders are jubilant over the un- 
jmistaltable significance . of the great 
Progressive gathering at Pittsburgh 
.on Tuesday, June 30. Gilford Pinchot, 
candidate for United States senator; 
"William Draper Lewis, candidate for 
governor; State Chairman A. Nevln 
Detrlch and other leaders returned to 
Philadelphia from the second annual 
Progressive conference absolutely con- 
Tlneed that success is no longer a 
matter of speculation but of plurality. 
• The Pittsburgh gathering was pe- 
culiarly adapted aa a test of what 
may be expected In the November 
election in Pennsylvania. It was the 
occasion of the first big political 
speech made by Colonel Roosevelt 
since his return from South America, 
The speech 
was delivered In the 


same hall in which the colonel spoke 
in the spring primary campaign of! 
1812 when the state had run riot with 
pro-Roosevelt and anti-Penrose feel- 
ing. 
It was therefore an excellent 


opportunity for observing whether the 
spirit of western Pennsylvania had 
undergone any decided change and 
whether it was true or not, as the 
Penrose managers so frantically claim, 
that the Progressives have returned 
to Penrose'B party. 


Those who attended the wonderful 


1912 demonstration had to rub their 
eyes on Tuesday to make sure that 
they were not back again hi the midst 
of that stirring contest.

ADVOCATES CHANGE IN RULES 


Most Astute Baseball 
Men Admit 


Problem of Intentional Pass Is 


Hard Problem to Solve. 


Jim McOuire, for many years a 


leading major league catcher and 
now acting as coach and scout for the 
Detroit team, declares that the great- 
est and best change in the rules of 
baseball was that malting foul balls 
strikes if the batsman has lesa than 
two strikes upon him. Says McGuire:

It 
wasn't considered a game or a neces- 
sary thing. But today it is considered 
a part of strategic baseball.

Cabbage For Salads. 


There are so many ways of using 


cold boiled cabbage for warming up 
in some way that it is nut often enough 
thought of as salad material. But cold 
cabbage with a French dressing makes 
a good salad, and the coarse outer 
green leaves of new cabbage, which 
would'not be good in the uncooked 
salad, can be advantageously used in 
this way. It may be shredded and 
used with beets arid other cooked veg- 
etables with a cooked dressing as a 
salad. 


The soft creamy dressings are.favor- 


ed ww.h cabbage salad, bnt French 
dressing with cream is of all the most 
quickly put together and comparative- 
ly little known. To make this put the 
seasonings of salt and pepper with the 
oil, add the cream in about equal quan- 
tities and then the vinegar, drop by 
drop, stirring rapidly. This is a little 
quicker method than dropping the 
cream drop by drop into French dress- 
ing, and if carefully doue the cream 
will not curdle. 
It is delicious and 


thicker than vinegar and cream sim- 
ply. 


Prettier and more elaborate salads 


can be made with cabbage than tl>5>se 
who regard this as a vulgar vegecjtiie 
imagine. It may be mixed with dice 
of celery and then garnished with 
either minced boiled beef or grated car- 
rot, or both, these being put on it so 
as to form a cross or in stripes. 


Shredded green peppers added to 


cabbage make it seem a little more ele- 
gant as a salad, and a teaspoonful of 
freshly grated horseradish sprinkled 
thoroughly through shredded cabbage 
before a cream dressing is added makes 
It a most excellent spring salad. The 
bacon dressings are homely, but bits 
of cold bacon scattered through the 
salad may be highly acceptable. 


For compound salads, which are sal- 


ads made of little heaps or molds of 
different 
colors—green, red. yellow, 


white or any shade preferable—the cab- 
bage, scalded and made creamy look- 
ing, then crisped, is serviceable.

party leaders are jubilant over the un- 
jmistaltable significance . of the great 
Progressive gathering at Pittsburgh 
.on Tuesday, June 30. Gilford Pinchot, 
candidate for United States senator; 
"William Draper Lewis, candidate for 
governor; State Chairman A. Nevln 
Detrlch and other leaders returned to 
Philadelphia from the second annual 
Progressive conference absolutely con- 
Tlneed that success is no longer a 
matter of speculation but of plurality. 
• The Pittsburgh gathering was pe- 
culiarly adapted aa a test of what 
may be expected In the November 
election in Pennsylvania. It was the 
occasion of the first big political 
speech made by Colonel Roosevelt 
since his return from South America, 
The speech 
was delivered In the 


same hall in which the colonel spoke 
in the spring primary campaign of! 
1812 when the state had run riot with 
pro-Roosevelt and anti-Penrose feel- 
ing. 
It was therefore an excellent 


opportunity for observing whether the 
spirit of western Pennsylvania had 
undergone any decided change and 
whether it was true or not, as the 
Penrose managers so frantically claim, 
that the Progressives have returned 
to Penrose'B party. 


Those who attended the wonderful 


1912 demonstration had to rub their 
eyes on Tuesday to make sure that 
they were not back again hi the midst 
of that stirring contest.

ADVOCATES CHANGE IN RULES 


Most Astute Baseball 
Men Admit 


Problem of Intentional Pass Is 


Hard Problem to Solve. 


Jim McOuire, for many years a 


leading major league catcher and 
now acting as coach and scout for the 
Detroit team, declares that the great- 
est and best change in the rules of 
baseball was that malting foul balls 
strikes if the batsman has lesa than 
two strikes upon him. Says McGuire: 


"The rule met the problem brought 


up by the constant fouling oil of balls 
by batters until the poor pitcher was 
tired, and because of sheer exhaustion 
had to put the ball over the plato with 
nothing on it but the hide that the 
factory endowed it with. It was an 
easy matter for some of the clever 
men of ye olden days to foul off a 
dozen balls until that one clothed in 
nakedness lobbed up to the plate for 
slaughter. 


"The n-2xt problem that must be 


faced and solved is the intentional 
pass affair. 
There is apparently no 


way in which to force a pitcher to 
pitch to a man if he wants to pass 
him. 
It has becjome so bad nowadays 


that the managers of the clubs simply 
tell their men when to pass certain 
batters and the pitcher and catcher 
go through the motions of pitching to 
him, while the crowds in the grand 
stand 
generally 
howl in derision. 


They always do it if it's a home man 
at bat, with a couple of men waiting 
to score and one run needed to tie. 


"This is the one problem that the 


most astute baseball men in the coun- 
try admit there seems to be no solu- 
tion for. They also admit that it is a 
problem that must be solved. 


"It is only in recent years that the 


intentional pass problem has come up. 
Back in the old days there was no 
such thing as the intentional pass. It 
wasn't considered a game or a neces- 
sary thing. But today it is considered 
a part of strategic baseball. 


"Even the best batsmen hit safely 


A .300 
hitter gets three hits in ten times of- 
ficially at bat.

Cabbage For Salads. 


There are so many ways of using 


cold boiled cabbage for warming up 
in some way that it is nut often enough 
thought of as salad material. But cold 
cabbage with a French dressing makes 
a good salad, and the coarse outer 
green leaves of new cabbage, which 
would'not be good in the uncooked 
salad, can be advantageously used in 
this way. It may be shredded and 
used with beets arid other cooked veg- 
etables with a cooked dressing as a 
salad. 


The soft creamy dressings are.favor- 


ed ww.h cabbage salad, bnt French 
dressing with cream is of all the most 
quickly put together and comparative- 
ly little known. To make this put the 
seasonings of salt and pepper with the 
oil, add the cream in about equal quan- 
tities and then the vinegar, drop by 
drop, stirring rapidly. This is a little 
quicker method than dropping the 
cream drop by drop into French dress- 
ing, and if carefully doue the cream 
will not curdle. 
It is delicious and 


thicker than vinegar and cream sim- 
ply. 


Prettier and more elaborate salads 


can be made with cabbage than tl>5>se 
who regard this as a vulgar vegecjtiie 
imagine. It may be mixed with dice 
of celery and then garnished with 
either minced boiled beef or grated car- 
rot, or both, these being put on it so 
as to form a cross or in stripes. 


Shredded green peppers added to 


cabbage make it seem a little more ele- 
gant as a salad, and a teaspoonful of 
freshly grated horseradish sprinkled 
thoroughly through shredded cabbage 
before a cream dressing is added makes 
It a most excellent spring salad. The 
bacon dressings are homely, but bits 
of cold bacon scattered through the 
salad may be highly acceptable. 


For compound salads, which are sal- 


ads made of little heaps or molds of 
different 
colors—green, red. yellow, 


white or any shade preferable—the cab- 
bage, scalded and made creamy look- 
ing, then crisped, is serviceable.
